and shortcomings of the Bonn ; government. ii) Ho wanted to participate 
in the discussion with H -3 whoa CAUTXRl had praised Tory highly* 
Questioned as to the effect of bis p rese nce on CABAHJO'ip Ineliaation 
to disclose ” extremely sensitive* 1 information, L -3 cald be cam 
prepared to absent himself at CAjBABJO'e reqpsot daring the! sensitive 
part of the discoselen* 

b* CAHAIrfO, CAOTEKI, and t— 31 appeared at the Jhraaslnr at 
aboat 1300 and took seats. Shortly after their introduction 3 3 

learned that CAB.MU0 also had boon a Mosher of the Freikoxps "Roasbech* 
in the '20's* For both this was significant since each aoahorslilp 
Indicated a specific political viewpoint which 13 3 considers 
laportant to this day* Hanoo, C. 3 and CA8AJW0 got alto* wall and 
no question was raised aboat his 'presence at the westing with C 3 
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c* After the three bod been seated for about aa hour, C- 
-7 approaohed CAUTStl and draw bin soldo. Ho said CL J would not 
bo available for a Meeting* and asked if GABA JUG would bo willing to 
t-giir to oowsons bias, CAtfTERI relayed this question to CAMJIJO and 
received an inaediato negative reply* Since the requested Meeting 
vithC. 3 was apparently iapoeoible, cABAHJO lefV to return to Bonn*

d* fh-v evening (according to prearrangeaent nado at the Cafe 
: Kranaler) ZL -7 picked op CAUTEKI at fall pension* They drove to 
CL "3 bona where cAUTif-JZX was very murprlsed to find C. 3 waiting 
for then. (CA UTERI oonnentedi Unfortunately CA BAH JO had already left 
for Bonn and the purpose of the entire exercise was therefore defeated* 
Banco* the evening discussion was impromptu and had Utv4s* If asgr* 
connection with the reason for his being in Frankfurt.) One of the 
first things CAUXtHI noticed on entering the .roan was a tape recorder* 
He coeswsnted on it in a aesi-joklng tone and asked if their eveniag*e 
c on versa tion was to be recorded* C j and CL 3 both aade a few 
joking concents about the recorder* but did not answer CAUTESZ's 
question. CAUTRfil therefore araoaed that his reaarfca wore being 
recorded and t hrougbout the discussion guarded hl—elf accordingly. 

e* The discussion revolved around relatively haraLess subjects, 
e*g* present operations ef LCCASSQCf* CAUTEflI»s tranfer froa KOTOSE to 
iUCAGE type activity, and the welfare of LA UTERI *s fawily. With this, 
the Frankfurt visit was concluded. 

3* Both CauTESX abd <L 3 were indignant over the above chain of 
events* They thought theas elves subjected to a bureaucratic run-around, 
and thought the incident doubly abortive since ?AGE had been available for 
the requested interview after all* il 3 consented that this inpression 
was understandable, but that they • C- ^ and CADTSRI - had prepared the 
surprise which caused the interview's Miscarriage, i.e. the unexpected 
appearance of CL 3 at th© Cafe Kranalor. (cAGTRfil attained that 
C, Ll attendUnce was net decided upon until CaUTEHI phoned dL j in 
Jhadch, after the arrangensnta bad been node through CL 3 sad that 
CL- LI attendance had not been forbidden by £U8 a however, CL Lj 
was never informed of this ohaago*) 

U* CL ^ consented that OTBARK was left with a very unfavorable 
bpwMian of ZL D and CAOTEEI as a result of the incident. It appeared 
as though C. L and CAOTEHI (and perhaps CAbAHJO) had dreaned up tha 
sensitive lnfOrwotion story solely in hopes of gaining access to a higher 
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level of the 1HJBARE hierarchy. Both. <3 13 and Caut^KI rejected this 

suggestion imcdiately, saying they could understand such suspicion, but 
—pbMdslng that their sincerity !had not bee n tested because the requested 
interview with C Dues not granted* C LRlkk added that in ICcA 30CK as 
in other natter* related to ME operations he was relatively content with 
hi* handling by XOUARK. But, ae illustrated by the present nisuaders tending, 
he had noted incidents of tlnsrousness and unreallsa which nade cooper* tie© 
with &UBABX ©oat difficult in Vest Gensuqr* finally, be had always considered 
the Berlin Caee Officer as his channel to KBBARX, and had sought a different 
one In this case only because of the special circunstanees surrounding 
CA BANJO and the inforntion he had* 



5. C. -3 agreed that the entire affair was unfortunate, and added hie 
opinion that tho motives of wA'JTiJtl and d -3 had cot been to circumvent the 
Case Officer* This opinion rested on a belief that both knew enough about 
K8BAE& netbods and were too intelligent to expect such a crude maneuver to 
bear fruit, Hence, discussion of the incident was concluded In an atmosphere - 
to outward appearances at least - o r actual comidence.

which would nave bin to risk seeking another point of aceese to 
EOBaRS. further, both be and CAUli-HI had to reckon with tbs 
possibility that the request' for sa interview with d J would be 
gruntod and that tAB*lUO would have to sake good on his offer of 
info nation. Finally, C- -3 has probably not gained the 
impression froa bis present and fomer CO* a th»t he could get away 
with such a maneuver vis-a-vis XUBAR*.

Qeneselly, it stpperts the story told by CA UTERI, Of 
c ourse one can also speculate that CAUTKKI and CABAIUO contrived to write 
it, — ha assonptl— that It would f all Into XQBA&K hands* The list of 
an© referred to contains 125 — ri a oru of the frdkorp* Ressbeeh (with 
cu r r ent addresses) which L -3 regards as a guide to persons of political 
complexion suitable for cooperation with LC;A;>50CX. 

8. In conclusion, BOB Bakes no particular recosmendations other than 
the noting Of the incident fay all concerned end, pending new developaen s, 
considering the case closed* 
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
